Claims 10-27 are allowed. 

The Examiner agrees with Applciant's arguments (beginning with the last 
paragraph in page 8 thru page 9) in the Amendment dated March 5, 2008 where the 
outer line electrode of lida et al. and Chaturvedi et al.does not surround the inner line 
electrode, and instead, the outer line electrode is merely adjacent and parallel to the 
inner line electrode at all portions and does not meet the newly added limitations nor 
would it have been obvious to combine the prior art of record thus the claims are in 
condition for allowance.
